An old-fashioned way of baking fish 
au gratin has never been improved 


upon.

Strawberts Mnortcake. 

Make the dough as usual. Instead 
of rolling out and placing on fiat tins 
to bake, roll and then cut out with 
a large-size biscuit cutter or coffee 
cup, placing one on another and but: 
tering between as you would the large 
cakes. When done, have the berries 
lightly crushed and sugared, pull apart 
the little cakes, Iaying the lower 
balves on a platter, butter and corer 
with the strawberries, then put on the 
top parts. Lay some of tle finest ber 
tles on the tops of the cakes, and 
sprinkle with sugar. Whipped cream 
poured over just before serving makes 
a handsome addition to looks and 
taste. 


French Lettuce. 

Have your lettuce erisp and cool; 
cut it fine; don’t chop: for a dish of 
lettuce enough for six people, bail hard 
four eggs, and cut them up fine, whites 
and yolks together; then make a dress- 
ing of melted butter the size of an 
egg. three teaspoonfuls of French 
white mustard, a couple of teaspoon- 
fuis of sugar; mix thoroughly, end if 
you like, add a little olive oll; pour 
into this a half teacup of white wine 
vinegar, and stir into the eggs; wix 
lettuce and dressing together. garnish 
ton with slices of hard-boiled egg. and 
the lettuce is ready to eat.—What te 
Eat. 


Fried Celery. 

Wash and scrape the desired num- 
ber of celers stalks; then cut Into 
pieces four inches long. Cook until 
tender in salted water. When done 
remove from the water, drain. and 
spread to dry in a coo] place. When 
the stalks have become firm dip them 
into a batter made of one cupful of 
fiour sifted three times. a half tea- 
spoonful of baking powder !n it, and 
wet up with a beaten egg and what- 
ever milk may be required. Fry a 
golden brown in hot lard. 


Roasted Oyster Crackers. 

Put two tablespoonfuls of butter in 
@ bow! with half a pint of 
water. When the butter {s melted put 
in a pint and a half of oyster crack- 
ers, stirring them well, that all may 
get a slight conting of the butter and 


water. Spread the crackers in a shal-| 
low pan and put in a hot oren for ten) 


or twelre minutes. They should be 
brown and glossy at the end of that 
time. Serve in a deep dish, with oys 
ter soup. 


Harvard Snaps. 

Mix together one cupful of granu- 
lated sugar, one of molassess. one-half 
cup of butter, 4 third of a cupfu! of 
lard and two eggs; then add a tea- 
e@poonful of salt, two teaspoonfuis of 
ginger, one teaspoonful of cloves, a 
teaspoonful of soda dissolved in one- 
half cupful of hot water, and flour 
enough to roll out well! Cut into 
rounds and piace in floured tins to 
bake in a moderate oven. 


Home- Made Baking Powder, 

Mix one part of bicarbonate of soda 
te two parts of cream of tartar. Add 
a teaspoonful of flour to each pint of 
this mixture. Sift all together six 
times. Keep this mixture in a close 
glase jar, never opening it except when 
some of the powde: !s to be taken 
out for use. 


Baked Spring Chicken. 

Split the chicken down the back, 
put in a dripping pan without water, 
and set inside the stove. When haif 
Gone take out, season with salt. pep- 
per and butter, return to the stove 
to brown. Bol! the liver and gizzard. 
chop and put in the gravy, to which 
add butter and a little cracker dust. 


Green Pea Soup. 

For six persons there will he re 
quired one pint of peas, one pint and a 
half of soup stock, one pint of cream, 
or milk, two tablespoonfuls of butter,

WM. ZIEGLER. win. Baldwin fail- 
ed, but that did not discourage Mr. 
Ziegler. The latter at once turned to 
the refitting of another expedition and 
that expedition, led by Anthony Fiala, 
of Brooklyn, is now in the Arctic. 

Mr. Ziegler was a native of Penn- 
sylvania, where he was born ifn 1843. 
Early in his career he was a printer, 
but in 1870 engaged in the baking pow- 
der business and rapidly accumulated 
millions. For many years he lived in 
New York and was a heavy dealer in 
real estate. 

Mr. Ziegler’s death was due to a 
runaway accident In which he was In- 
jured. He had been an invalid since, 
his injuries having been Interna! and 
beyond the reach of successful medi- 
eal treatment. He is survived by his 
wife and one son.

ORIGIN OF “STAR ROUTE. 


Few People Know What Expression 
Really Means. 

How many persons tn this country 
know what a “star route’ is? The 
words are used many times a day and 
yet there is not 1 per cent of the peo- 
ple who use the expression who could 
tell its origin or meaning. 

Some explanations have been made 
that the special method of transporting 
the mails over certain sections of the 
country was frst operated by a myste- 
rious “Mr. Star,” of obscure origin, 
says the Washington Star, and that 
since that time the service has borne 
bis name. A search of the records of 
the postoffice department at Washing- 
ton, however, falls to reveal his name 
or to bring to light any person of sim- 
{lar cognomen who had a hand in open- 
ing up this widespread business, which 
ig almost as old as the posta! service 
and quite as indispensable. 

People who have not the slightest 
idea what the phrase means speak with 
glibness of “star routes” and wonder 
where the next one wil! be put !n ope- 
ration and whether !ts Installation will 
mark the fai] of a postoffice or if a 
rural free delivery will soon supersede 
both. 

Inquiry at the postoffice department 
has unearthed the information that a 
“star route” is a post route on which 
the mails are carried under a contract 
awarded to the lowest bidder tender- 
ing sufficient guaranties of perform- 
ing his duties faithfully. No other ref- 
erence {s made to the manner in which 
the mails should be carried under this 
contract than that they shal! be car- 
ried with “certainty, celerity and se- 
curity.”

Whileit may be necessary to 
do that some time, while that is done 
in some states at the present time, 
while it is done in some countries, I 
am opposed to it. * * * The 
railway rate is property. It is all the 
property that the railway has got. The 

| rest of its property is not good for any- 
thing unless 1t can charge a rate. Now 
it has always seemed to me that when 
a rate wae fixed, if that rate was an 
unreasonable rate, it deprives the rail- 
road company of its property pro tanto. 
It is not necessary that you should con- 
fiscate the property of a railroad; it is 
not necessary that you should say that 
it ehall not earn three per cent or four 
per cent. When you put in a rate that 
is inherently unreasonable, you have 
deprived that company of its rights, of 
its property, and the cireuit court of 
the United States has jorisdiction un- 
der the Fourteenth amendment to re- 
strain that. * # = I have 
looked at these cases & great many 
times, and I can only come to the con- 
clusion that a railroad company is en- 
titled to charge a fair and reasonable 
rate, and if any order of a commission, 
if any statute of a state legislature 
takes away that rate, the Fourteenth 
amendment protects the railway com-

Banks, the president of the Illinois 
Central Railroad, who had formerly 
for three years, from 1857 to 1860, 
been governor of the State of Massa- 
chusetts. 

Appointed as major general of vol- 
unteers and assigned to the Fifth 
Corps of the Army of the Potomac, 
Nathaniel Banks proceeded to make cs 
good a record for himself !n the army 
as he had in executive and business 
affairs. He distiguished himself es- 
pecially at the battle of Winchester 
on the 23d of March, 1862. Left in 
April and May to guard the valley of 
the Shenandoah, and even after, 
through some exigency of the service, 
the troops of Gen. Shields had been 
withdrawn and the troops of Banks 
numbered only about 8,000 men, hs 
succeeded in holding out against the 
onslaught of so great a commander as 
Stonewall Jackson. 

In the hard-fought battle of Cedar 
Mountain, on June 27, 1862, the forces 
under Banks attained a great victory. 
Banks was then appointed to take 
charge of the expedition of New Or- 
leans, and while in command of the 
district there captured Port Hudson. 


MARY A, LIVERMORE, 


Woman Who Was Famous as Writer 
Lecturer and Reformer. 

The death of Mrs. Mary A. Liver- 
more, which occurred at Melrose, 
Mass., removed a woman who for 
many years had occupied a prominent 
Place in public affairs. Teacher, re- 
former, writer, lecturer and abolition- 
ist, she was active in many lines of 
endeavor and exercised a wholesome 
influence. 

Mrs. Livermore, whose maiden name 
was Rice, was born in Bosion, in 1820, 
and In her.early career was a teacher. 
In 1845 she married Rev. D. P. Liver- 
more, a Universalist clergyman, and 
thelr wedded life was a happy one un- 
til Mr. Livermore's death in 1899. 

Mrs. Livermore was the first pres!- 
dent of the Illinois Woman's Suffrage 
Association and at the time of her
